Mary Morris, aged four years, residing
at No. 911 Callowb.ill street, who was admitted
into the Pennsylvania Hospital on Saturday
afternoon, suffering from burns caused by the
boiling over of some varnish, died at that in-

stitution from her injuries yesterday morn-
ing, about quarter past 10 o'clock.

The tenth anniversary of the North Broad
Street Presbyterian Chnrch occurred yester-
day, and was properly observed. In the
morning the sacrament of the Lord's Supper
was celebrated, a large congregation partici-
pating in it.

at Branch. The family remained at Branch
until 1842. Young Anson wont from here to
Detroit to study law when about seventeen
years old. Our old residents remember the
family very well. Anson was then not re-
markable as a younir roan who loved work.
bnt was pleasant and attractive in his manners.
His father, Joel Burlingame, went with the
balance of his family, in about 1842, to Dry
Prairie, Indiana, and spent a while with the
Fourierites there, as he said, to educate his
children. They movoved from there to
California, where they were in 1851. From
there they went to Oregon, where they now
reside, principally engaged in farming. Joel
Burlingame was present, as a delegate from
Oregon, in the first convention that nominated
President Lincoln. Detroit Post.
